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PREFACE 

NE of the most interesting and important features of 
Chinese history, apart from its purely political phases, 
is the fact that many rulers throughout the different 
Dynasties were not only devoted patrons of Art and 
Literature, but were themselves proficient Scholars and 
artists of no mean order. The enlightening and educational influence ot 
these learned and artistic Emperors upon the people over whom they 
ruled and upon the times in which they lived, was great and far- 
reaching. The truth of Mencius' maxim that "what a sovereign loves, 
his subjects too will love with greater ardour" ±W£T#T{lft^SS§ii'^ 
was nowhere more clearly seen than in ancient China, where the 
Emperor was regarded as the Son of Heaven and his word was law 
throughout the land. The Divine Right of Kings, the cause of so 
many disputes and struggles in Europe, was a recognized principle in 
China from time immemorial and was implicitly accepted by her 
millions. This absolute position of the rulers of China gave them 
immense opportunities and afforded them boundless facilities for the 
furtherance of their personal tastes and inclinations, whether in Art, 
Literature, or Religion, and exerted great influence in moulding and 
advancing the artistic and literary temperament of their day. The 
Emperors of ancient China were not only the political heads of the 
nation ; they were also the Heaven-appointed directors and caretakers 
of the intellectual, moral and social welfare of their subjects; and it is 
chiefly to their initiative and patronage that China owes the protection 
and preservation of her art and literature through periods when 
warring dynasties struggled for supremacy. A close student of 
Chinese history will not fail to observe that the rise or decline of art 
and literature, which form the nucleus of China's unique civilization, 
was almost exactly proportionate to the personal interest taken in 
them and the encouragement given them by her rulers. In the history 
of China, since the sovereignty of the nation was supposed to rest in 
one man and in one family, the individual qualities of her rulers are 
so closely connected with the national history that it is impossible to 
treat them separately. Viewed in this light the books of history 
compiled by officials and partisan scholars tell but half the truth. 
It is not too much to say that the half of China's civilization, 



which is not recorded in general histories is as valuable and as 
important as the recorded half, and this unrecorded half was the 
outcome of the personal efforts of the illustrious emperors and 
empresses, whose scholastic inclinations and aesthetic natures kept 
their vision fixed on higher interests than those of Court life and 
mundane affairs. It was this inter-relation of art and literature on the 
one hand and the personal qualities of China's great rulers on the 
other, and the influence exercised on Chinese historv and civilization 
by the interplay of these forces, that appealed most strongly to the 
writer and directed his attention to the study and collection of the 
writings and paintings of the emperors and empresses. In my collec- 
tion I have aimed rather at throwing light on historical connections 
and points of historical interest than at accumulating masterpieces, 
though the works of several emperors and empresses are in truth of 
so high an order that they can hold their own with the best works of 
the greatest masters sprung from the Chinese people. It is a note- 
worthy fact that nearly all the great emperors and empresses whose 
names and deeds stand out prominently in Chinese history were men 
and women of learning and artistic attainments. No greater mistake 
could be made than to suppose that the great emperors of ancient 
China were men of fighting qualities and physical prowess only. 
They were more than mere military leaders and great fighters. 
Nearly every emperor who was first and foremost in arms was also 
first and foremost in learning and artistic attainments. Even the 
great Mongol Emperor Kublai Khan, whose dominion extended 
from the shores of the Black Sea in the West to the Yellow 
Sea in the East, and whose very name spread terror through 
surrounding countries, was a learned man, well versed in the 
classics and poetry and skilled in calligraphy. Here it may be 
mentioned that in China writing and painting have always been 
regarded as twin sisters ; the precedence being given to writing on the 
assumption that painting was originally evolved from writing. Yet it 
might be argued with equal truth that the contrary was the case ; 
since the primitive characters were pictorial and represented ideas 
and material objects in picture form. Even Confucius attached great 
importance to the art of writing. He included it among the six arts 
{■X IS) or accomplishments — It (fg), ceremonial observance, yo (!?£), 



music, she (It), archery, yii (&), charioteering, shu (ft), writing, and 
shu (!£), mathematics, necessary to a true gentleman. Confucius in 
enumerating the six arts perhaps included painting in the art of 
calligraphy, as the two have a common origin and are inseparable. 
In later and more advanced ages many eminent masters were scholars, 
and evolved their style of painting from the writing in which they 
were past-masters. If, without going back to the legendary period, 
we begin at the T'ang Dynasty, we find that art and literature had 
already reached a high standard under the able guidance aud en- 
couragement of emperors and empresses personally interested in such 
matters. In fact, the T'ang Dynasty is generally regarded as the 
Augustan Age of Chinese literature. The Emperor T'ai Tsung, one 
of the greatest emperors who ever reigned over China, was not only a 
great warrior and an able statesman, but also a profound scholar and 
accomplished in the art of writing and painting. T'ai Tsung gave a 
banquet one day at his palace to all high officials above the third rank 
(H mi)- At the end of the banquet, the emperor, who was proud of 
his hand-writing, began writing scrolls and giving them to the high 
officials present. The officials, emboldened by the Imperial wines, 
grew enthusiastic at the prospect of obtaining scrolls written by the 
emperor, and as the number of scrolls was limited they began to vie 
one with the other for the honour of obtaining one. One of them 
named Liu Chi seeing that there was little or no chance of obtaining 
one by merely waiting, sprang to the Imperial couch in his eagerness 
and snatched a scroll from the hands of the emperor. In their 
jealousy the other high officials thereupon piayed the emperor to 
have him punished with death ; since according to Chinese law, the 
violation of the Imperial couch constituted a capital crime. But the 
wise and learned emperor only smiled, and said that no crime had 
been committed. And Liu Chi was allowed to bear the scroll home 
in triumph before the eyes of his less lucky or less daring colleagues. 
The above is an illustration of how the art of writing, as well as the 
art of painting, was studied and valued by the great emperors and 
empresses; and how the spirit of freedom and democracy was tolerated 
where art and literature were concerned, even in the inner sanctum 
of a despotic court. The practice of emperors writing scrolls them- 
selves and giving them to favoured high officials was of very early 



origin and continued to the last days of the Ch'ing Dynasty. The 
Emperors K'ang Hsi and Ch'ien Lung were the most prolific writers 
and efficient painters. The emperor K'ang Hsi, who with the 
Emperor T'ai Tsung of the T'ang Dynasty is generally regarded as 
the greatest and wisest emperor since the days of Yao and Shun, was 
indeed a remarkable character. Like T'ai Tsung he was an able 
statesman, a profound scholar and a good ruler; but K'ang Hsi had 
qualities, characteristics and opportunities which T'ai Tsung had not, 
and proved himself the greatest of all the rulers of China since 
the beginning of her authentic history. His matchless personality, 
his great wisdom, his sincere love for his people, his truthfulness 
as man and emperor leave him with scarce a rival in all Chinese 
history. What K'ang Hsi accomplished during the sixty-one years 
of his illustrious reign was what Confucius taught three thousand 
years before ; and it is a question whether the great sage himself 
could have done better had he exchanged places with K'ang Hsi. In 
all her history China never enjoyed such peace and prosperity as 
during the reigns of the Emperor K'ang Hsi and his illustrious 
successors. Never in all their history were the Chinese people 
treated with greater consideration and justice by their conquerors, or 
even by their own rulers, than by the great Manchu emperor. The 
magnanimous exit of the Manchu court two hundred and fifty years 
later was but a reflection of the spirit of toleration which K'ang Hsi 
taught by his personal example. The period beginning with K'ang 
Hsi and ending with Ch'ien Lung, during which China attained her 
highest efficiency in art, literature and general civilization might well 
be called the Golden Age of China. 

Writing and painting were not only necessary accomplishments 
for emperors, empresses and piinces, but they were also regarded as 
useful recreations and pastimes, as is evidenced by the seals often 
found on scrolls, bearing the characters "Wan Chi Yii Hsia " 
(M $t ifc Bg), which literally translated mean " done in the hours of 
leisure from State affairs." And there may have been some truth in 
these statements, for the records show that the writing of scrolls was 
often done after a banquet, or when the emperor was travelling. The 
Emperors Kao Tsu, T'ai Tsung, Kao Tsung, Yuan Tsung and Chao 



Tsung of the T'ang Dynasty, the Emperors T'ai Tsu, T'ai Tsung, J6n 
Tsung, Hui Tsung, Kao Tsung and Li Tsung of the Sung Dynasty, 
the Emperors Shih Tsu or Kublai Khan, Jen Tsung and W6n Tsung 
of the Yuan Dynasty, the Emperors Hung Wu, Hsi Tsung, Hsuan 
Tsung, Hsien Tsung, Chia Ching and ShSn Tsung of the Ming 
Dynasty, and the Emperors T'ien Tsung, Shun Chi, K'ang Hsi, Yung 
Ching, Ch'ien Lung, Chia Ch'ing and Tao Kuang of the Ch'ing 
Dynasty, were all noted for their excellence in the art of writing or 
of painting, or for both these arts. But viewed from the standpoint 
of pure art Hui Tsung of the Sung Dynasty and Hsiian Tsung of the 
Ming Dynasty were without doubt the greatest of the emperors. 
Their paintings rank with the best works of the greatest masters. 
Hui Tsung is commonly accused of having hastened the fall of his 
House by giving himself up to the pleasures of art and literature and 
neglecting more important State affairs. But it may be pleaded in 
mitigation of this sentence that the decline and fall of the Sung 
Dynasty was largely due to the decadence of the Chinese race and to 
the appearance on the frontiers of vigorous half-barbaric races, such 
as the Liao, the Chin or Golden Tartars, and the Mongols, by whom 
the weakened Sung were continually harassed on three sides. Hui 
Tsung, in spite of his faults, encouraged art and literature, and collected 
and preserved the masterpieces of earlier dynasties to a far greater 
extent than had ever before been done in Chinese history. And the 
priceless legacy thus left by him was undoubtedly more valuable and 
important to posterity than the preservation of his House. China, as 
well as the world at large, owes to him a debt of gratitude. For to 
him the matchless paintings of the Sung period, the pride of China, 
are in great part due. 

Many empresses also were noted for their writings and paintings, 
though their number is not so large as that of the emperors. This is 
probably due to the fact that, as they occupied but a secondary 
position compared with the emperors, less prominence has been given 
to their accomplishments by historians and scholars. Nevertheless, 
the works of some empresses, especially in painting, are of high merit 
and excel in many cases the works of their Imperial husbands. The 
Empresses T'ou and Wu Hou of the T'ang Dynasty, the Empresses 



J fin Huai, Tzu Lieh and Lady Lin of the Sung Dynasty, the Empress 
Hsiao of the Liao Dynasty, the Empress-Dowager Tzti Sheng of the 
Ming Dynasty, the Empress Jfin Shou and the Empress-Dowager 
Tzu Hsi of the Ch'ing Dynasty, were all gifted women and noted as 
painters or calligraphers, or both. The Empress-Dowager Tzu Hsi, 
who is still fresh in our memory, was an accomplished writer and 
painter and was in the habit of bestowing scrolls upon favoured 
officials and friends. In later years, her age and the multiplicity of 
State affairs obliged her to engage the gifted widow of a Szechuan 
official, who was commonly known as Niu Tai Tai (%Bfc$y), to write 
and paint in her stead. A comparison of the Empress-Dowager Tzu 
Hsi with the Empress Wu Hou of the T'ang Dynasty, reveals striking 
similarities between these two greatest women who have figured in 
Chinese history. Both were women of marked ability and iron will ; 
both were shrewd, subtle and ruthless in the prosecution of their 
designs and plots ; both usurped the Throne and were responsible for 
deeds before which even the stoutest-hearted and most unscrupulous 
of men would have hesitated. And yet both were learned, refined, 
and lovers of art and literature ! 

Whilst engaged in my self-imposed task, I was forcibly impressed 
with the fact that even if the writings and paintings of the royal 
masters were sometimes deficient in finish and technique, they 
invariably excelled in loftiness of tone, in freedom of execution and 
in the absence of striving after effect, qualities which seem inimitable 
and unapproachable by plebeian masters. In these royal works not 
only the true characters of the great men and women who occupied 
the Dragon throne are reflected and revealed, but also the spirit of 
the times in which they lived. In fact, to an observant eye a 
collection of the writings and paintings of the emperors and empresses 
presents in one grand panoramic array the features which characterised 
various dynasties and periods, and explains better than all books of 
history the forces — intellectual and moral — which built up China's 
wonderful ancient civilization. The aim of my collection being as 
already stated, the present catalogue is only intended for those who 
will approach it in the spirit in which it was conceived. The 
collection begins with the Emperor Kao Tsung, the first emperor of 



the T'ang Dynasty and ends with the Emperor Hsiian T'ung, the last 
emperor of the Ch'ing Dynasty. It comprises writings and paintings 
by seventy-one emperors, nine empresses and ten princes. Among 
the works by the emperors and empresses of the T'ang and Sung 
Dynasties, one cannot fail to observe the predominance of devotional 
and religious paintings. This shows plainly the great influence 
exercised in those days by Buddhism in court circles. It is also of 
more than passing interest to note that the influence of Indian art is 
clearly discernable in the devotional paintings of these two dynasties, 
and that in the East as in the West painting reached its highest 
perfection in devotional works. In these the emotion is deepest and 
the imagination in its loftiest flights rises to the sublime. 

In addition to the Imperial writings and paintings, about fifty 
writings and paintings by renowned masters are included as a 
supplement. Many of these are rare specimens of the T'ang and 
Sung periods and rank among the best and greatest works by ancient 
masters still extant. An illustrated catalogue containing about 150 
representative writings and paintings will be published later.
